UGANDA COULD ACCEPT 12 MILE TERRITORIAL SEA AND 200 MILE 
EXCLUSIVE ECONOMIC ZONE SUBJECT TO PROVISIONS OF KAMPALA 
DECLARATION WHICH HE ENUMERATED. HE ADDED THAT LAND-LOCKED 
STATES MUST HAVE RIGHT TO PARTICIPATE IN EXPLOITATION IN 
ZONE ON EQUAL FOOTING. 

2. TURKEY. AMB. N. YOLGA STATED LOS CONVENTION MUST AVOID

3. NEPAL. AMB UPADHYAYA APPEALED TO CONFERENCE TO ESTABLISH

OF LAND-LOCKED STATES. EXCLUSIVE ECONOMIC ZONE WOULD 
DEPRIVE LANDLOCKEDS OF ESTABLISHED RIGHTS UNDER INTERNATIONAL 
LAW. HE ADDED THAT DESPITE CONVENTION BILATERAL AND 
REGIONAL ARRANGEMENTS WILL BE NECESSARY FOR ENSURING ACCESS

4. ALGERIA. M. MEDJAD NOTED ALGERIA IS GEOGRAPHICALLY 
DISADVANTAGED STATE AND SAID LOS CONVENTION MUST TAKE INTO 
ACCOUNT LEGITIMATE INTERESTS OF ALL, BUT ESPECIALLY LDC'S. 

HE RECOREDED ACCEPTANCE OF ECONOMIC ZONE WITH COASTAL 
STATE SOVEREIGNTY BUT INDICATED NEED FOR SOME RESTRICTIONS 
ON SOVEREIGNTY. MEDJAD URGED MORATORIUM ON DEEP SEABED

5. FOR BELGIUM. DR. A. VAN DER ESSEN SAID BELGIUM IS NOT PRE- 
PARED TO ACCEPT PRINCIPLE OF EXCLUSIVE ECONOMIC ZONE AND 
REGRETTED EXCESSIVE CLAIMS TO NATIONAL JURISDICTION. TWELVE 
MILE TERRITORIAL SEA IS ACCEPTABLE IF STRAITS USED FOR 
INTERNATIONAL NAVIGATION REMAIN OPEN FOR FREE 
NAVIGATION. SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH SHOULD BE FREE TO ALL WITH

6. GUINEA BISSAU. REP ADVOCATED 200 MILE ECONOMIC ZONE

SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH, AND POLLUTION STANDARDS. HE URGED 
INNOCENT PASSAGE IN STRAITS AND REGULATION BY INTERNATIONAL 
AGENCIES OF SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH CONDUCTED BEYOND AREAS OF 
NATIONAL JURISDICTION. HE VOICED GREAT ADMIRATION FOR

7. BAHRAIN. DR. W. NIMER ADVOCATED 12 MILE TERRITORIAL SEA

INNOCENT PASSAGE IN STRAITS. 

8. SIERRA LEONE. ATTY-GEN BREW AH NOTED WILLINGNESS TO 
NEGOTIATE THEIR 200 MILE TERRITORIAL SEA TO CONCEPT OF 12 
MILES AND 200 MILE EXCLUSIVE ECONOMIC ZONE. FISHING IN ZONE

9. CYPRUS. AMB JACOVIDES SAID REGIME OF INNOCENT PASSAGE 
IN STRAITS SHOULD APPLY, SUBJECT TO OBJECTIVE CRITERIA, AND 
HE HOPED BALANCE COULD BE REACHED BETWEEN NEEDS OF 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY AND CONCERNS OF COASTAL STATES. HE 
SAID NO DISTINCTION SHOULD BE MADE BETWEEN ISLANDS AND 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONTINENTAL LAND MASSES IN DETERMINING TERRITORIAL SEA, 
CONTINENTAL SHELF AND ECONOMIC ZONE; TO DO OTHERWISE
